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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed on January 23, 2006 has 
been entered. In addition, the amendment filed on January 23, 2006 has been entered. 
Accordingly, claims 1 and 10 have been amended. 

2. The Terminal Disclaimer filed on September 22, 2005 has been entered and 
approved. Accordingly, the double patenting rejections of claims 1-10 have been 
withdrawn. 

Reasons for AUowance 

3. Provision of the Terminal Disclaimer has overcome double patenting rejections of 
claims 1-10. Therefore, claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. Claims 1-10 are allowed over prior art. 

The prior art of record, including Barnett et al. (US Patent No.: 6.541 ,800 B2), 
does not show or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art 
of record does not disclose a light emitting diode (LED) assembly combining: 
a prepackaged LED assembly received in a cavity of a thermally 
conductive mounting die; and the prepackaged LED having a mounting 
base with a heat- transfer plate, which is thermally communicating with a 
base of the cavity of the mounting die as recited in each of the amended 
independent claims 1 and 10; and in claim 7. 
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The above-indicated combination, including a pre-package LED assembly having 
its heat-transfer plate positioned on the base of a cavity defined in a thermally 
conductive mounting structure, makes this invention unique. 

Barnett et al. ('800 B2) discloses a light emitting diode (LED) assembly 
comprising a prepackaged LED assembly comprising a front luminescent portion and a 
mounting base with a base plate, which is integral with the cathode of the LED 
assembly. As argued by the applicant, Barnett et al. ('800 B2) does not teach the base 
plate thermally communicating with the mounting die of the device. Barnett et al. ('800 
B2) employs lead frame, which is a part of the prepackaged LED assembly, as a heat 
sink. Therefore, Barnett et al. ('800 B2) does not meet the limitations of each of the 
amended independent claims 1 and 10; and the previously presented independent 
claim 7. 

Therefore Claim 1 each of the amended independent claims 1 and 10; and the 
previously presented independent claim 7 are allowed over prior art. 

Claims 2-6 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
base Claim 1. 

Claims 8 and 9 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the 
allowed base Claim 7.
